The ."i.tHSt or 
more rjicc-gocrs jiresent intent on the grand 
S|M>rt develoi)e<l were unmindful of tlie aeiile dis- 
eomtorts. Tlie lug crowd was nnnsuuily ilenionst ra- 
ti ve and continuously voiced its appreciative ap- 
pluus«-. Yesterday’s series of incxensahie arrests 
l>> Elder’s ovcrr.ealous liirelings. in their cfTorts to 
l»e in line witli tlie anti-racing jioliey of tin* young 
and iierseverlng acting district atlorncy of King’s 
county, iiad caused a tremendous revulsion of feel- 
ing overnight among all <-lasses of people and it 
found expression in tmlay’s surprising attendance. 

Commissioner of I’oliee Itingham, liimseif aroused 
to ijuick action, atlorded relief by sending out 
twent.x-fonr stalwart Iduecoats to preserve order 
and tliey did. Tliere were eiglit arrests made, all 
In the tield. Sum Klein, Henry Klein. .Sam Giddstein. 

S. Kills, Nick Muller 
and It. Hart, and they were very orderly conducted 
ones indeed. .\ si|uud of uniformed ixdice escorted 
Hie arresting party out of the grounds on each ik-- 
easloii.

Thomas H. Williams’ Is-antifiil 
Greenan tilly, closed today’s proifcdiiigs with a 
lirilliaiit victory and liad a big public following. 
The California lllly finall.v displaytsi a gliiii|ise of 
tile form whicli caused her owner to ship her tliirty- 
tlve liundred miles for the express pnriKise of win- 
ning the Astoria Dinner Stakes at Gravesend. 
Kiibia Granda was the fourth favorite on the card 
to reward form backers and tier success aroused 
tlie utmost enthusiasm. 

Very gixvd us well as protitnble racing had pre- 
ceded this.

One Branch in Brooklyn with Ten Thousand Mem- 
bers — Sentiment in Its Favor. 

New York, July 17. — Ton thoiisaml iiiemhiTS of 
the Personal Rights Protective l.eagiio ciwollcd in 
one branch conveys the Impression that this iiiovc- 
ineut is to play no small fiart in the coming elec- 
tion this fall. 

it was at the meeting of the Personal Rights 
ITotective League of America held Tuesday at the 
oflSces of Venuette F. Pelletreau Jc Co., 18(1 Remsen 
streid, Brooklyn, that this enrollment of ten thous- 
and now members was rcjiorted, t<>gelher with the 
announcement by the secretary that applications 
were la-ing made at the rate of five hundred a day. 

At this meeting the following officers were ap 
is'lnted for the year: Lawton B. t^rside, attorney 
ami counselor at law. presiileiit; Rogers I.s‘.e, 
of V. F. Pelletreau & Co., vice president; tleorg#- 
A. Hauu, seeretary, and Theo|ihiliis Gilman, of the 
Allantic A Paeifie Tea Company, treasurer. Direct- 
ors Brown. Hunter and i>-e were nptsjiuted a eom- 
mlttee to sui»erinteiid the distrilmtioii of buttons. 

Everywhere the same enthusiasm over the cause 
of perwaial liberty is being develo[>ed among the 
men of New York, wlio ur<? growing restive under 
the restraints amt restrictions of uairow-iniiuled, 
oppressive legislation. It is known tliat at this 
time’ the I’ersonal Riglits Leag'iit can muster fifty 
thoiisand men. and before elcetion day will lie able 
to eontrol votts enough to make the fHTsonal liberty 
issue the strongest of the campaign. 

The wtiTk of preparing for u stirring campaign 
1s going steadily on. In lack of other issues in 
•wbat promises lo lie a <-olorless campaign the per- 
sonal lllarty Issue in New York will be a vivid re 
lief. 

The eliaracter of the men who are dail.v sending 
in appliealiims for memliership is of itself a guar- 
antee of the character of the li-agne. New York 
has liecoine fully nroii.sed to tin- necessity of jiro- 
tecting the elty against continued legislation pr» - 
.ludirial to its lies! interests and tlioiisands who 
rarely take an interest in polities are iK-comipg en- 
thusiastic over the promising development of the 
sentiment in favor of a greater and broader spirit 
of personal liberty In this town. 

'J'lie merci ants are tieeoiuiiig especially interested 
and are daily giving evidence of their interest in 
their letters to the secretar.v of tlie league. Tlie 
lielief tliat New York has outgrown the narrow pro- 
vincialism to which it would be restricted by up- 
state legislators has developed into an aggressive 
resentraeul against the Hughes regime and all it 
stand.s for. 

When t.'olonel Franklin BartleU returns from his 
trip aliroad he will luid the preliminary work of 
the organization well under way and will lie ready 
to take up the active work of the cumplign for 
personal lilierty lo l>e fouglit this fall. 

A poll of the board of aldermen has shown that 
with few exeeptlons that Isaly is almost wholl.v In 
sympathy with the movement^ for a greater measure 
of personal liberty In New York, and will be only 
too glad to take advantage of tliis sentiment In 
framing more liberal ordinances.
